TELL, SUTTONS 
LASSMATE SAYS 


Minor Meriwether Jr., in St. 
Louis, Denies Dead Lieu- 
tenant Was Unpopular. 








CODE CLOSES HIS LIPS 


Letter From Marine’s Japanese 
Sweetheart Will Be Read 
When Inquiry Is Resumed. 





Minor Meriwether, Jr., of Shreveport, 
La., roommate, classmate and friend of 
James N. Sutton, the 
whose death is beirg investigated at 
Annapolis, Md.. is in St. Louis. He 
will not be surprised if another autopsy 


on the body of Sutton reveals that bones 
were broken in the fight which termin- 
ated in his death. 

“In a naval academy fight,” he said, 
atthe Jefferson Hotel Saturday, “a 
man never gives up. If his ribs are 
broken, his arms are broken and his 
neck is broken he fights on until he be- 
comes unconscious.’”’ 

Sutton, according to ai statement 
made at Annapolis to a correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch, left the Naval 
Academy in order to escape testifying 
against Meriwether, when the latter 
was tried -on. the charge of having 
caused the death of a fellow cadet 
with whom he had fought 20 rounds. 

Mr. Meriwether came to St. Louis 
two days ago to make purchases for 
his father’s firm at Shreveport. With 
him is his wife, whose loss of a dia- 
mond brooch, valued at $500, daused 
search to be made by detectives at the 
hotel Saturday. 

Sutton, according to the statement of 
his mother, knew he would be called 
upon to give damaging evidence against 
his chum, so he sent in his resignation 
to the Superintendent of the Naval 
Academy and then departed fdr South 
America, where he remained for sev- 
eral months. 

Meriwether Tells of His Fight. 

Meriwether speaks in a kindly manner 
of Sutton, but does not feel that he is. 
called upon to break the naval academy 
code of silence in ‘his behalf. 

*“T do not know that Sutton resigned’ 
to avoid givfng damaging evidence 
against me,’ he said. “Everything that 
was damaging was brought out against 
me, .but I was exonerated. It was a 
class fight. I had never been Whipped 
and the other man was the champion 
of his class and of the New York Ath- 
letic Club. The class fights were under 
Marquis of Queensbury rules, with 
three-minute rounds and one-minute 
rests, with three-ounce gloves. The 
men fought until one was unconscious. 
The other man thought he would have 
an easy time with me, but he found he 
had a pine knot. I knocked him out. He 
died from.the effects. It was no par- 
ticular injury that caused his death. 
He dfed from the general effects. He 
was beaten to death. 


Cadets Never Give Up. 

‘In Naval Academy fights a man never 
gives up. He fights until he loses con- 
sciousness. If it is found that Sutton’s 
bones were broken .it will not show 
that he stopped fighting before he be- 
came unconscious.”’ 

Mr. Meriwether was asked if he 
thought a man who would not give up 
as long as he was conscious would shoot 
himself as long as he could fight. He 
declined to confirm the logic of his 
statements by committing himself 
definitely. 

“It is my belief,’’ he said, ‘‘that per- 
sons in their right minds do not com- 
mit suicide.’’ 

“Was Sutton insane?” ° 

“‘He was perfectly sane the last time 
I saw him. Of course it is possible for 
a person to become insane in\a night. 

Hie was asked point blank if he be- 
lieved Sutton committed suicide. “I 
don’t know,” he answered. 

“Sutton and I were roommates two 
years,’’ he said. We were classmates 
and of course friends. Sutton was not 
unpopular with his classmates. Under 
conditions that prevailed there then it 
was not possible for a man to have 
friends outside of his class during his 
first year. 


“Will Do Sutton No Good, 

Mr. Meriwether spoke of the surpass- 
ing loyalty of Naval Academy men to 
one another as justifying his reluctance 
to speak more definitely in behalf of 
Sutton. It was suggested to him that 
the loyalty of which he spoke should 
prompt him to defend the memory of 
his classmate, who died in a difficulty 
with men who were not his classmates. 

“There are men active in the service 
who can do all the talking that needs 
to be done,” he said. “I don’t under- 
stand why this thing should all be 
raked up again. I cannot understand 
why Mrs. Sutton should have brought 
about another investigation. Sutton is 
dead. No matte® what is brought out 
at the investigation it will not do him 
any good.”’ 

It was suggested to him that not only 
class loyalty but gratitude to Sutton 
for resigning to avoid testifying against 
him sheuld prempt him to speak in 
Sutton’s behalf. 

“I do not feel mpself under obliga- 
tion to Sutton,” he said... “I do not 
admit that he resigned to avoid testify- 
ing against me. I am not prepared to 
say that he rendered me & seérvice by 
resigning.” 

Throughout the interview Mr. Meri- 
wether spoke on reluctantly, At the

The balloon St. Louis No. 3, carrying 
Sylvester Von Phul and his party. of 
five guests, including H. E. Honeywell 
as pilot, which ascended Saturday fore- 
noon, 'anded at 1:53 p. m. about two 
and a half miles northwest of Colum- 
bia, Il., a village not fdr from the Mis- 
sissippi, somewhat south of the south- 
ern line of Carondelet. 

In addition to the host and the pilot, 
the members of the party were Harlow 
B. Spencer, grain broker; H.. E.. Hay- 
ward, insurance agent; James Bemis, 
lumber merchant, and. Harry Smith, 
manager of a fire extinguisher company. 

The six St. Louisans constituted the 
largest party which ever made a flight 
here. 

All of the passengers except Honey- 
well are large men and the combined 
weight of. the party was estimated te be 
BO pounds. 


, Made a Perfect Start. 


The start at 11:01 a. m. from Sec- 
ond and Rutger streets was perfect. 
Missing the big cinder piles and smoke- 
stacks of the gas works the big gas 
bag shot upward and struck a course to 
the northwest. 

After reaching a height of 800 feet 
the balloon became becalmed and hung 
for nearly 10 minutes above Sixth and 
Walnut streets. Then it moved lazily 
northward and cruised about over the 
tops of skyscrapers until it struck a 
current which carried to the southwest. 

Thi- breeze also was fitful and watch- 
ers in downtown streets saw the aero- 
stat double back on its course and 
move to the northwest again. 

When above Twelfth and Pine streets

was rapidly dropping. Ballast was 
thrown out. To watchers it seemed that 
the sky cruiser had. reached a point 
west of Jefferson avenue before its de- 
scent was checked. Rising te a height 
of more than 600 feet, it traveled due 
east for a few minutes, and-fer a seo- 
ond time struck a current which seemed 
likely to carry it off towards the south- 
west. 

This wind also seemed to die down, 
and when downtown watchers last 
saw the St. Louis, it was moving laz- 
fly. toward the south, apparently 
above Twelfth street. icRa 

Hurriec preparations were made 
for the occasion. Von Phul called up 
Honeyweli and told him to get the 
balloon ready. Until a few minutes 
before the start the pilot did not 
know who the members of the party 
were to be.

HELD ON SUTTON’S BODY

ANNAPOLIS, Md., July 24.—Uniless 
her counse: sv«ceeds in dissuading her, 
Mrs. Sutton will give orders early next 
week to have the body of her son, 
James N. Sutton, the marine officer who 
met his death here under peculiar cir- 
cumstances the morning of Oct. 18, two 
years ago, exhumed that another au- 
topsy can be made. 

Mrs. Sutton said this had been made 
necessary by the recent trend of evi- 
dence, and by taking this step she ex- 
pects to establish the fact that her son 
was literally beaten to death by his 
brother officers and that death was not 
due to the shot which the first court of 
inquiry found had been fired with sui- 
cidal intent. 

Quivering with emotion, Mrs. Sutton, 
as her daughter, Rose Sutton Parker, 
sat near, said to the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent: 

“My son was brutally murdered and 
the further we go into this case the 
more apparent it becomes that the off- 
cers who participated in the fight that 
awful night intended to first beat him 
unmercifully and then so humiliate him 
that he would be forced out of the 
service. 

Sutton Whipped Utley. 


“They knew he was only in the ma- 
rine corps until such time as our politi- 
cal friends at home could arrange to 
have him transferred to the line of the 
navy. They knew he had a pull and 
that as a formér naval cadet he was 
very popular. Lieut. Utley, who was 
a naval cadet with my son, had been 
so soundly thrashed by Jimmie in the 
academy that he had to go to the in- 
firmary for repairs. When he entered 
the marine corps he turned the ‘other 
officers against Jimmie and they de- 
termined to drive Jimmie out of the 
corps by fair means er foul.”’ 

Asked why-her son had left the naval 
academy, Mrs. Sutton said: “In order to 
escape testifying against Meriwether.” 

Many Bones Broke Fight, 

“I willl prove,” she said, that several 
of his ribs were broken.’ I am also 
confident one of his arms was broken 
and, furthermore. I want it explained 
to me why an incision had to be made 
im the back of his skull extending to 
the crown of his ‘head. I am told that 
the flesh will have disappeared from 
the bones, but the bones are there, 
and they will show the terrible beating 
that my boy suffered before he suc- 
sumbed,’’

LONDON, July %—Judge William 
Jefferson Pollard of St: Louis was sig- 
nally honored by 200 delegates at the 
International Congress .on Alcoholism, 
who signed the following statement, 
which was sent to the legislative as- 
semblies of every country in the world: 

We, the undersigned, members and 

delegates to the International Con- 
gress on Alcoholism, assembled in 
London, desire to record with gratifi- 
cation the recognition in the statute 
law by Great Britain, the State of 
Vermont and Victoria, Australia, of 
the principle of reforming drunk- 
ards by prohibition on the pledge 
method commonly known as the Pol- 
lard plan. The possibilities of this 
wise and sufficient policy is so great 
that we desire to commend its adop- 
tion throughout the world. 

The statement is signed by officials as 
well as the delegates, comprising mem- 
bers of the national legislative bodies of 
Austria, Germany, France. Norway, 
Sweden, Italy, Russia, Australia, New 
Zealand, Palestine and the States. When 
geen by the Post-Dispatch correspon- 
dent Judge Pollard, who represents the 
States’ government officially at the 
congress, said: 

‘“‘During the present congress we heard 
many good reports from various coun- 
tries where the system was tried with 
success. Naturally I am much gratified 
at the compliment paid me by the dele- 
gates to the congress. Members of En- 
gland’s House of Parliament tell me that 
many magistrates here have used my 
system successfully, reclaiming drunk- 
ards, since the bill relating to the pro- 
bation of drunkards passed in 1900.’’ 

The congress, which has been in ses- 
sion at the Kensington town hall, con- 
cluded its labers this afternoon after 
accepting the invitation of Queen Wil- 
helmina of the Netherlands to hold the 
next congress at The Hague in 1911.

—10 points of the 21 necessary to win 
the game. 

In every open place in Elsah railroad 
spikes, best of all quoit pegs, rear their 
rusty heads above the ground—mute 
monuments to a departed sport. 

Already the grass is springing up in 
those depressed spots around the pegs 
—spots worn by the feet of the men of 
Elsah. 

Horseshoe pitching is a misdemeanor! 

In all Elsah there cannot be found a 
man who will violate the new ordi-

‘ary, but with single-hearted devotion 
to the sport itself, the postmaster 
and the justice of the peace are 
still pitching horseshoes. Carefully, 
with ripe judgment and deliberate 
aim, they toss the irons in friendly 
and honorable emulation. Their only 
umpire is a piece of straw to meas- 
ure with.

KING ALFONSO 1S 
tERED BECAUSE 
MUORISH WAR 


Thousands of His Subjects ‘i 


Correno Show Disrespect 
° to Sovereign. 


Special Cablegram te the Post-Dis- 


patch, 
CORRENO, Spain, -July 24.—When 
Alfonso, accompanied by Premier 
Maura, arrived here today he was greet- 
ed disrespectfully and jeered by the peo- 
ple, thousands of whom are wrought 
up almost to the pitch of revolution. 
by their discontent over the govern- 
ment’s handling of the war in Morocco. 

The King is touring Spain visiting the 
arsenals, bidding the departing troops 
farewell and urging that more soldiers 
be rushed to the front. 

Heavy guards ef secret service men 
go everywhere with the King, whose 
ministers express fear that he will be 
assassinated. The ministers have tried 
to persuade him from visiting the gar- 
risons, but Alfonso declares it is his 
duty to see personally that troops are 
rushed into Africa. 

The king has abandoned his proposed 
visit to England and other nations. 
Though he is devoting all his time to 
national affairs, the people are so much 
opposed to the war that his devotion 
wins no friends for him. 

It is reported that only the lack of 
ammunition prevented one detachment 
of departing troops from fighting 
against being sent aboard the ships.

KANSAS CITY 10 
HAVE MILITARY | 
POLICE SYSTEM 


Governor and Commissioner 
Decide on Reorganization 
of Force. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 2.—A 


reorganization of the entire police force 
in the matter of equipment, discipline 
and system, together with such other 


changes as may be deemed improve- 
ments and will be advantageous will 
follow the conference between Police 
Commissidner Thomas R. Marks and 
Gov. Hadley at Jefferson City Friday. 

The department, so far as the men 
are concerned, is to be placed on a 
semi-ilitary basis, and for this pur- 
pose a drill master will be secured. 
This man, according to Mr. Marks, 
served with Roosevelt on San Juan 
Hill and bears a medal for bravery. 
He ranked as lieutenant. 

The plans, as agreed on by Mr. Marks 
and Gov, Hadley, will be put into effect 
as soon as practicable. 

The reorganization will even include 
press reports. It is planned by Mr. 
Marks to so arrange the police reports 
that only such news as the heads of 
departments deem proper to be made 
public will be given to the press. 

Depariment Lacks Virtues. 

“The reorganization of the depart- 
ment,” said Mr. Marks last night, “will 
be along the lines of equipment, dis- 
Cipline’' and system. There has been, 
and is, a woeful lack of these vir- 
tues in the department. 

“Just before I departed for Jefferson 
City I attended the roll-call at No. 1 
Station. I tried to put the men through 
the regulation drill, which should have 
been taught them, and found that the 
men could not even execute the order 
of ‘rizht dress.’

The Rev. W. T. Wright, D. D., pre- 
siding elder of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, said: ‘“‘When Dr. Eliot states 
that the religion of the future will ex- 
clude the supernatural element and 
place no reliance on anything except 
the latgw of nature, he is woefully in 
error. 

‘“‘Were Dr. Eliot’s theories to be be- 
lieved, the result would be the destruc- 
tion of all the moralities of life and the 
absolute wrecking of al! spirituality.

BISHOP SORRY DR. ELIOT HAS 
“ASSUMED ROLE OF PROPHET” 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TRENTON, N. J., July 24.—Bishop 
James A. McFaul, head of the Catholic 
diecese of Trenton, who recently creat- 
ed a sensation by his statements rela- 
tive to the moral status of students in 
American colleges, today answered the 
suggestion of a new religion made by 
ex-President Eliot of Harvard in his ad- 
dress before the Harvard summer school 
of theology. He said the religion of the 
future would be the time-tried Roman 
Catholic. 

After reading a summary of the ad- 
dress by Dr. Eliot, the Bishop gave this 
interview to the Pest-Dispatch: 

“It appears that Dr. Eliot has now 
assumed the role of a prophet. I am 
sorry for this, because I have always 
highly esteemed Dr. Eliot and have ob- 
served that modern prophets are not 
very successful, 

“In my comments upon reported as- 
sertions of the doctor my point of 
view must be that of a Christian and a 
Catholic. Dr. Eliot, I am informed, ts 
a Unitarian and, therefore, denies the 
Trinity and the divinity of Jesus Christ. 
Consequently he is not a Christian. lt 
is easy, therefore, to draw the conclu- 
sion that our ideas upon religion must 
be very different. 

“Ludicrous, if Not Pitiable.” 

“It would be ludicrous were it not s0 
pitiable to hear a man of Dr. Eliot's re- 
puted learning and character oudining 
the ‘church of the future.’ God help 
humanity when it has to dea! with the 
so-called ‘religion of the future.’ Catho- 
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“Is have always held that religion is 
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as necessary in the past, is just as nec- 
essary in the present, as it will be in the 
future. | a: 3 

‘“‘We have not to wander about in the 
midst of doubt and confusion looking 
for religions of the future and dissatis- 
fied with that which we possess like 
ihe Unitarian and other denominations. 

“The Catholic recognizes that God 
alone can be the architect of true -re- 
ligion and he holds strictly to the doc- 
trine that Christianity is a divine re- 
ligion, a religion born of heaven, which 
the Divine Savior of Mankind clearly 
announced, 

“The doctor says that the religion of 
the future will be bound by no dogma 
or creed. In that case it will be a 
sort of a nondescript, jellyfish religion. 
It will be hard to find, not easily caught 
and difficult to retain. In fact, very 
few even will be able to recognize when 
brought into contact with it. 

Will Not Be Christianity. 

“The dector adds that there will bc 
no supernatural element in the néw re- 
ligion; it will place no reliance on any- 
thing but the laws of nature. Then it 
will certainly not be Christianity, and 
it will not recognize a supernatura! 
God. 

“It is further asserted that the new 
1eligion will not be based upon author- 
ity. In that case it will be a go-as-you- 
p'ease religion. It will be like a gov- 
crnment without law, like a man with- 
out conscience or without a rule of 
conduct based upon reason and divine 
law or divine authority. 

“In the new religion no priests will 
be needed and consequoentiy no min- 
isters will be necessary to linprove sv- 
cial and industrial conditions. Neither, 
says Dr. Eliot, wil! the new religion 
attempt to reconcile people to present 
ills by promise of future compensation. 

“It will, therefore, be a comfortless 
religion. It will not produce men of 
the character of St. Paul, who was 
sustained in all his trials,. crosses and 
rersecutions by supreme confidence in 


God.”’ 


UNITARIAN THINKS AIM 1S 
TO BETTER LIFE CONDITIONS

CINCINNATI, O., July 24—The Rev. 
Geo. A. Thayer, pastor of the First

LONDON. July 24-—Prince Miguel of 
Braganza, to whom Miss Anita Stewart 
is espoused, has gone through the form 
of renouncing all claim to the throne 
of Portugal, which he might inherit 
from his father, Duke Miguel of Bra- 
ganza.

Prince Miguel was an ardent and per- 
sistent suitor; he proposed five times 
to Miss Stewart, who accepted him at 
Hurlingham on the day the Meadow- 
brook polo team won the international 
cup. Even then her acceptance of his 
heart and hand was not final; she asked 
for a week to consider the answer. The 
Prince began to pay court to Miss Stew- 
art in Paris at Easter time, but was 
told indirectly, ef course, that his suit 
was hopeless. Later some encourage- 
ment to persevere was conveyed to him. 

Prince Is in Debt, 

It is said that Prince Miguel is heavi- 
ly in debt. In Vienna his liabilities are 
estimated at $1,000,000. His father’s es- 
tates are in Austria, and Prince Miguel 
is well known in the Austrian capital, 
of course. But this estimate of his 
debts is greatly exaggerated, most prob- 
ably, for he has never lived in great 
style and has gambled but little. In 
London he does not put up at costly and 
fashionable hotels, but at a semi-private 
hotel. 

It has been made a condition of the 
marriage that any child who may bless 
the union shall be brought »p in the 
Roman Catholic church, und, it is said, 
Miss Stewart is being instructed in that 
faith.

KING AIDS PRINCE ALFONSO 
TO SECRETLY WED PRINCESS 


PARIS, July 2%.—The trials accom- 
panying the romantic marriage of 
Prince Alfonso of Bourbon-Orleans to 
Princess Beatrice of Saxe-Coburg, which 
cost him his position as a Prince of the 
royal house of Spain and his career in 
the Spanish army, have just been made 
known here. 

They reveal the fact that King Al- 
fonso favored and advised the Prince 
to marry her secretly, gave him leave 
of absence for that purpose. “and per- 
sonally intervened by telegraph wit 
the Bamberg ecclesiastical authorities, 
in whose diocese the marriags took 
place, to procure a dispensation for it. 

When the Prince graduated from the 
military school at Toledo, July 12, he 
volunteered to go to the front as the 
war in Morocco had broken out. King 
Alfonso granted the Prince a _ three 
days’ leave of absence before going to 
Melilla, and urged him secretly to marry 
Princess Beatrice, declaring that he 
would wire the Bishop of Bamberg to 
grant a dispensation. 

The Prince said of his marriage: 

“Maura, the head of the Clerical party 
in Spain, because he holds a majority in 
Parliament, forced the King to kick his 
own cousin out of the country and the 
army to strip him of title and honors for 
the crime of marrying a Protestant 
who is a niece of King Edward and a 
first cousin of the emperors of Ger- 
many and Russia.”’

Pillars of Twelfth Street 
Bridge Knocked Out and 
Structure Sagged.

The Twelfth street viaduct, two sup- 
porting columns of which were knocked 
away, by freight cars that jumped the 
track just as a trolley car was ap- 
proaching, will be repaired and ready 
for its usual strain of traffic in two 
weeks, if the necessary structural iron 
work can be obtained:in St. Louis. 

This was the opinion Saturday of Di- 
vision Engineer H. E. Billman of the 
Missouri Pacific, who is in charge of 
the repair work. 

The cars were ‘‘kicked’’ ‘vw # Terminal 
switch engine and jumped the tracks 
Friday night when they failed to “take’’ 
a switch directly under the bridge. The 
cars crashed into the iron‘pillars, which 
were imbedded in concrete, knocking 
them loose from the concrete and leav- 
ing them swinging. 

Street Car Dashes Across. 


At that instant a southbound Chero- 
kee car was passing onto the bridge. 
Sergt. Lane of Central District tried to 
signal the motorman, but the street-car 
man did not see the signal until he had 
struck the portion of the bridge which 
the lodse pililars had supported. 

This section, about # feet in length, 
was supported only by a diagonal girder 
across the bridge and parallel girders at 
cither side. There was no support rest- 
ing on the ground. The bridge floor, 
bent downward by its own weight, 
sagged fer seven or eight feet when the 
car struck it. 

The motorman, as the passengers cried 
out in terror, threw on full speed. The 
car shot down the incline and up the 
other side to safety under the impetus 
given by the full power and the down- 
ward dash. 

Repair men were summoned at once, 
and policemen were stationed at either 
end of the bridge to keep all persons 
and vehicles off the structure. The 
bridge was “jacked up” under wooden 
supports and the bent and twisted iron 
substructure was torn away. 

Will Use Fourteenth Street Viaduct. 

Engineer Billman said Saturday that 
he would be able to use some of the 
iron work by straightening it, but that 
a large part of it could not be used, 

Bellefontaine, Tower Grove and Chero- 
kee cars, which use the bridge ordinari- 
ly, were sent over the Fourteenth street 
viaduct Saturday. 

This was the fourth similar accident 
that has happened to the Twelfth street. 
bridge. One occurred in 1892, another 
in 1897 and a third in 1902. The damage 
was estimnated Saturday at different fig- 
ures, varying from $10,000 to $35,000

AN UNANSWERABLE ARGUMENT. 

The special committee of the National Asso- 
clation of Clothiers has sent a letter to President 
Taft asking him to veto the t ‘ff bill if the 
wool schedule fails to provide relief from the un- 
just burdens now borne by the consumers. The 
whole case is stated in the two following para- 
graphs: 

“We are not opposed to a reasonable protec- 
tion to the wool grower and to the domestic 
manufacturer, but from our practical experience 
we know that the Dingley bill, through the un- 
just discriminations against the lower and 
cheaper grades of wool, has created a condition 
which has decreased the weight and durability of 
‘the clothing worn by the masses of the people 
and unduly advanced the price of the depreciated 
cloth. Should present tariff conditions continue, 
the situation will grow worse and the burden on 
all woolen clothing extremely heavy. 

“Righty million wearers of woolensare paying 
yearly much more than the total value of the 
domestic woo] clip, to afford excess. profits to a 
comparatively small number of sheep raisers and 
worsted yarn spinners.”

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In relation to rates for electricity, “the best 
possible service, at the lowest possible price,” 
sounds like a wild dream, with free-bridge ob- 
ligato. 
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RETURNING SANITY. 

The organization in England of a Woman’s 
Anglo-German Entente Committee is significant 
of returning sanity in the British public mind. 
The object of the movement which the committee 
represents is to allay the irritation and put un 
end to the bickerings of the two nations. 

The British panic over Germany’s alleged war 
preparations has been laughed into quiescence. 
Its absurdity has become apparent. The Dread- 
nought competition is now the object of humor- 
ous cartoons in the European press. The folly of 
it must soon become apparent to the thickest- 
skulled jingo. But there still remains the irri- 
tated hostile state of mind caused by suspicions, 
recriminations, unfriendly criticisms—what 
Chancellor Lloyd George calls snarling and bark- 
ing—which, if continued, may lead to war. 

It is creditable to the prominent women of 
England that they have undertaken to obliter- 
ate the unfriendly sentiment and to restore good 
humor. Their influence may be potent to that 
end. But it is something of a reflection on the 
statesmen and leading men of both nations that 
the women should have to undertake this task. 
The press of the two-ountries ought to be ableto 
bring about a restoration of good temper and 
good understanding. It should have been able to 
avert causeless friction. 

In the face of the British Chancellor’s state- 
ment that “there is absolutely no reason for a 
quarrel with Germany,” one is astonished that 
groundless suspicion:and ill feeling should have 
been permitted to go so far that war is re “dea 
as a menacing possibility. It illustrates ° far 
the most intelligent nations still fall below the 
standard of civilization.

When 
wheat gets to $2.50 and everything else has 
doubled we will be twice as prosperous.

The annexing of the pretender to the throne 
of Portugal by an ambitious American heiress 
and her indefatigabie mother opens up new 
fields.

“Black Holes” fo1 for Servants. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

“Enlightened” affords me an opportunity te ex- 
plain my position on what is sometimes called the 

“servant- “girl Question.”” There is no disgrace in 
being a “servant girl”—if you are a good one—but 
knowing how sensitive many working girls are re- 
garding the term when applied to themselves, I was 
careful not to employ it in my first communication. 
I would not intentionally hurt the feelings of any 
| one, and I have just as much respect for an honest 
working girl as I have for the finest lady that ever 
wore silks, provided they are equally possessed of 
those excellent qualities which constitute true 
womanhood. This summer my family and I are so 
happily situated that we do not need the services 
of a maid; but if we did need one we would have 
no suitable or even decent place to put her. The 
space in our apartment intended for the maid is a 
Closet, six by eight feet in size, ventilated by a 
Single window, opening, not into God’s sunlight, but 
into a dark shaft or well which serves as a venti- 
lator for six toilet and bathrooms. It has no other 
openifgs except at the roof. In this space, dismal 
and hot, the maid is expected to sleep and enter- 
tain her company, and from appearances about the 
house I judge that in some instances two m&*ds 
are obliged to share this Black Hole of a closet 
between them.

Does the fact 
that a girl has to work for a living release her from 
the obligation or deprive her of the pleasure of being 
a lady? Is this the position that ‘‘Enlightened’”’ 
would take? When she is driven to the back stairs 
or the area to entertain her company, does that 
justify her in indulging in boisterous conversation 
and loud and vulgar laughter (all Joud laughter 
being vulgar), to the great discomfort of those who 
cannot help themselves and who are in no wise re- 
sponsible for the conditions which embarrass her 
nor interested in the progress of her courtship?

Single Tax in Australia. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In New South Wales the government four years 
ago passed through the legislative assembly a bill 
providing for the sole taxation of land values—i. e., 
all local rates to be @vied on the yalues of land; 
no rates to be levied on. buildings or other im- 
provements. This means that the taxation of land 
values is no longer a mere theory,’ It has been 
tried in Australia and New Zealand, and with such 
satisfactory results that there is no desire either 
on the part of the government or ''the people of 
these colonies to go back to the old system, but 
rather to go forward by increasing the tax. Why 
should we tax land values specially? Because land 
itself is not a product of human labor and the value 
belongs of right to the whole people, to whose 
presence and industry it is due. Considered in this 
light it is not a tax on landlords, but merely takes 
in taxation for public purposes what belongs to the 
public. In a word, it would prevent the ground 
landlord, taxing the community. But in addition 
to this public advantage the taxation of land values 
has in its incidental or economic effect the power 
to overthrow land monopoly, and thereby open up 
to all the natural opportunities to individual and 
social progress, and do away with such monstrous 
and iniquitious things as protective tariffs, eto.

Why not have a law compelling all ice cream 
manufacturers to put ice cream in none but porce- 
lain lined cans? Also a law compelling all restau- 
rants and hotels to have none but porcelain-liried 
ice boxes and refrigerators? Ice cream, buttermilk, 
fresh meat, etc., when in contact with tin or zinc- 
lined receptacles, under cértain conditions, sets up 
a chemical action that produces ptomaine poison- 
ing. One or the other is the cause or most ptomaine 
poisoning cases. A few days ago a policeman died 
from ptomaine poisoning Just after eating in &a 
restaurant. I myself also last summer suffered 
from same cause, but after four or five aays pulled 
through. Surely we know the cause, why not apply 
the remedy? Would also suggest that the city bund 
a gigantic tower similar to the Eiffel Tower in 
Paris, France, with a leg,on each corner of the 
hospital grounds and rising to a height of 1000 
feet above the hospital buildings. The upper 500 feet 
to be used for consumptives and serious typhoid 
malarial cases, rooms for patients; the lower 50 
feet of tower could be used for the general public 
to view the city. Open all the time at a small 
cost to go up in elevators and stairway. This would 
help defray the expense and maintainence. We know 
that oxygen is very beneficial to humanity, es- 
pecially the sick. It is the most powerful life giving 
agent known. From 500 to 1000 feet or higher the 
atmosphere is very pure. Thirty, 60 or 90 days for a 
consumptive up there might work a radical change. 
Philanthropists might furnish the money to build 
it, if given to understand it to be scientific and 
practical.

Price of City Water. 
To the Editer of the Post-Dispatch. 

When the Public Utilities Commission assumes 
its work I suggest that they first look into the 
conditions of the Water Department (I have been 
repeatedly informed that this department is con- 
ducted like a company, much different from the 
other departments, as the water is being sold). The 
rates are thus: % cents for 1000 gallons a day, 20 
cents per thousand for from 1000 to 2600 a day, etc., 
$ cents per thousand if the water used exceeds

manufacturing purposes only. You are continually 
urging a reduction in gas prices, but just examine 
these figures for &@ moment. One thousand cubic 
feet of gas, 9 cents; one thousand feet of water. 

The com- 
munity can do entirely without gas, but it cannot 
ao without water. And especially in my district, 
where the poor working people are compelled to use 
water freely, these exorbitant prices are charged.

IN LOUISVILLE¢ 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 24—-<t is 
said here on responsible authority that 
Robert Lee Hedges, principal stock- 
holder in the St. Louis American Lea- 
gue Club, is the silent partner of Wil- 
liam Grayson, Jr., of St. Leuis, who 
Friday closed a deal for George Te- 
beau’s Louisville baseball club, now 
fourth in the American Association race. 

The price paid was $100,000, and be- 
sides Hedges and Grayson the outside 
holdings are confined to few small 
blocks, all held by St. Louis men. Not 
a share of stock is owned in Louis- 
ville. Manager Chivington will con- 
tinue to look after the business end 
of the club while Mr. Grayson will fill 
the president’s post. 

That the investment is a good one 
is shown by the books of the concern 
which last year indicate a profit of 
nearly $40,000. At the same rate Messrs. 
Grayson and company expect to make 
40 er 50 per cent on their investment, 
and more if the club finishes first. The

CHICAGO, July %.—The National 
Travelers’ Association in convention 
here today considered urging the Pull- 
man company to supplant negro porters 
[with girls. Wilson A. Sprague enjoys 
the distinction of being the father of 
the ‘‘Pullman porteress’ idea. 

“Some people travel for pleasure,” he 
said. We travel to earn our salaries. A 
trip across a state with about 20 stops 
en. route means a loss of sleep for 
about half that number of nights. We 
travel at night to avoid having to stop 
in a barn of a hotel in some small 
town, and what do we get on the Pull- 
man? 

“The porter knows that the average 
traveling man, when he boards a Pull- 
man sleeping car at night, is dead tired. 
Unless he is well tipped he sees to it 
that half the bedding is not in the 
berth. You give him his tip, go to the 
smoker and while you are away, he 
robs some one else’s berth and there 
you are. 

“It is simply a case of handing some- 
thing to the porter every time you pass 
or you might as well ride in a day 
coach at night. If he doesn’t get any- 
thing when he holds out his hand he 
will undo more than he has done for 
you. 

“It looks to me that about the best 
remedy would bea for the railroad com- 
panies to employ chambermaids, wom- 
en, who’ have worked in hotels and who 
know how to fix up a bed so that the 
occupant is likely to enjoy a night’s 
sleep. I have yet to find a Pullman por- 
ter who knows how to fix a berth prop- 
erly.”’ 

Uncarpeted floors, cobwebby ceilings, 
dirty windows and poor food at the ho- 
telg in the smaller towns were also 
some-of the points scored at this dis- 
cussion. The travelers fell to debating 
the question of who had traveled the 
greatest number of days without find- 
ing a hotel which offered bath accom- 
modations. tk’.

Philadelphia is welcome to the Jumbo 
organ, St. Louis having utterly for- 
gotten that it was here. Ever since 
the close of the exposition the organ 
has been stored in the warehouse of 
the Handlan Warehouse Co. at Bighth 
and Gratiot streets, and for a consider- 
able period it has ween the property 
of Eugene W. Handlan. It was for- 
fieted to him by the Big Organ Co., 
its original owners, in default of pay- 
ment of the storage bill. 

Nevertheless, though fallen from its 
high estate years ago and now con- 
demned to perpetual servitude in a 
Philadelphia shop, the great organ 
strutted its brief time back of the 
stage in Festival Hall with glory to 
itself and credit to its builders. 

The organ was @estgned and con- 
structed in Los Angeles, Cal., at a cost 
of $110,000. Ten freight care were re- 
quired in shipping it to St. Louis. Many 
weeks were consumed in setting up the
